Present Administration Does Not 
Need the Indorsement of the 
Former Leader, Declares 
Friend.

Beverly. Mass. July 10.—{Special.]—Wil- 
lam Loeb Jr., right hand man of Theodore 
Roosevelt, motored into Beverly today. He 
will confer with President Taft tomorrow, 
tut his visit has nothing to do with recent 
incidents at Oyster Bay, Mr. Loeb declared. 
In fact, he said Mr. Roosevelt probably 
unew nothing of his coming to Beverly. 

“I came to talk over the general political 
pituation with the president,” said Mr. Loeb, 
“not as a representative of Mr. Roosevelt 
but as the old friend and loyal supporter of 
President Taft.“ 

Mr. Loeb was asked if his visit had some- 
thing to do with Bridging a “chasm be- 
tween Beverly and Oyster Bay.”

Nation Saved from Curse. 

These exercises will be held in commemora- 
tion of the victory at the battle of Griin- 
wald, in which was broken the power of the 
Knights of the Cross, who under the pre- 
tense of converting the Prussians to Christi- 
anity became à curse to their neighbors, the 
Poles and the Lithuanians. 

It was in the first half of the thirteenth 
century that the Teutonic order gained ad- 
mission to Poland. They gained admission 
under false pretenses, availing themselves of 
the blundering policy of the ruler of one of 
the Polish states, Duke Conred of Mazovia, 
who offered hospitality to the Teutonic order 
of the Knights of the Cross, granting to it 
territory, for which the order was to guard 
his frontier against the irruptions of the 
Lithuanian tribe of Prussians. 


Knights Turn on Host. 

With the settlement of the Teutonic knights 
on Polish soil there began a new struggle 
of the Polish nation with the Germans for 
its national existence. The Teutonic order 
soon forgot that it was only a guest in Poland 
and began a long series of conquests and 
politial intrigues against Poland at al) the 
courts of Europe. 

However, at Plowce, the ingrates felt the 
hand of King Viadislaus, the Short, who won 
a signal victory. 

There are many committees in charge of 
the arrangements for the celebration. Chief 
among these are the central committee with 
Philip M. Ksycki, vice president of the Polish 
National Alliance, at its head.

SUPPORT THE NEW BUILDING CODE. 
The proposed new building code is the 
result of a very careful, thorough, and 
disinterested consideration of the compli- 
cated problem involved. The council sub- 
committee has had the assistance of sev- 
eral of the best ‘Chicago architects and 
builders and the result of their combined 
labors will prove in all probability the 
best body of law the city has had upon 
this important subject since present con- 
ditions have arisen. | 

The code should be accepted intact upon 
this reasonable assurance. Experience 
may develop defects, but experience should 
be awaited. 

Unfortunately there already has been 
forced upon the committee an amend- 
ment which weakens one of the most im- 
portant provisions of the code—that which 
raises a high standard of fitness for in- 
spectors. The Federation of Labor has 
secured from the committee an amend- 
ment allowing building mechanics to be- 
come inspectors, whereas the new code 
requires either technical training or 
proved building experience in contact 
with many kinds of work. This is the 
day of specialization and it is pointed 
out that no artisan, however experienced 
in his own line, is equipped to criticise in 
many fields of work as a competent in- 
spector must. 

It is fair, and it ought not to be useless 
to ask the representatives of labor to con- 
sider this question of competent inspec- 
tion from the standpoint of the general 
good, and not as an opportunity for get- 
ting jobs. 

The much needed reorganization of the 
building department is accomplished on 
thorough limes in this code, and these 
provisions, it is feared, may be attacked 
in the interest of present job holders. 
Such attacks, open or covert, should be 
exposed and defeated by the responsible 
members of the council. Years of ineffi- 
ciency in this department have taught the 
community the need for modernization 
and responsibility for blocking or weak- 
ening this long delayed reform will be 
fixed, 


MR. FISHER’S SERVICES. 

If the decision of Judge Petit as to the 
fegality of the appointment of Walter L. 
Fisher is to deprive the city of Mr. 
Fisher's services at this critical time, it 
will not increase the readiness of the 
public to accept the new arrangements 
with. the traction interests.

Luigi Luecheni, the of the 
Empress Elizabeth of Austria, is reported 
to be happy in the enjoyment of a period 
of penal servitude de luxe in the ancient 
and romantic Genevan prison, L’Hvache. 
He occupies a roomy and electric lighted 
ward overlooking the lake, has a pint of 
wine and four cigarets daily, reads much 
from the works of Montesquieu, Rousseau, 
and Charles Dickens, and employs himself 
in the sinister recreation of adorning his 
quarters with pictures of European rulers, 
among them that of the imperial lady 
whom he stabbed to death. These privi- 
leges are permitted the prisoner because 
of his admirable deportment since his in- 
carceration—the most serious incident of 
misbehavior having occurred some weeks 
ago when he attempted to kill the gov- 
ernor of the prison with a dagger fash- 
ioned from a sardine can. 

Americans read with horror of the tor- 
tures inflicted on other Buropean regi- 
cides, notably the slow derangement by 
solitary confinement of Bresci, the mur- 
derer of King Humbert, which made him 
a maniac and a suicide; but the genial 
hospitality practiced by the amiable Swiss 
also challenges human ability to inflict 
punishment intélligently. Both extremes 
seem rational arguments in favor of capi- 
tal punishment as it is administered in 
most of the states of the American union.

of the poet Lord Byron. He was devoted to 
the place, and it figures in many of his

Becket, it has, according to local tradition, 


been burdened doubly by a curse. Not only | 


was it taken from its monastic owners by 
force at the time of the reformation and 
presented by Henry VIII. to Sir John Byron, 


but an additional blot was brought upon it | 
by an act of desecration perpetrated by the | 


fifth and wieked Lord Byron. 


This peer happened, in the course of some | 


building operations, to come upon the re- 
mains of one of the old time abbots of New- 
stead. He permitted the bones to be rein- 
terred, except the skull, which he had mount- 
ed in silver and converted into a drinking 
cup, which he used for carousing. Indeed, 
it was the principal feature at the meetings 
of the Order of the Skull, which he formed, 
composed of men of the same character as 
himself. | 

It was during one of these orgies that the 
fifth Lord Byron killed his neighbor, Squire 
Chaworth of Annesley hall, a wrong which 
his grandnephew and successor, the poet, 
sought to repair by endeavoring to marry 
the squire’s daughter, Mary Chaworth. Al- 
though he addressed a number of verses to 
her, in some of which she is described as 


the bright morning star of Annesley,” he 


was rejected. 

The rapier with which her father was 
killed is preserved in the corridor adjoining 
the principal drawing room at Newstead 
abbey, along with the sword and the cap 
used by the poet when fighting for the inde- 
pendence of Greece. 

— 

The poet also is on record as having used 
the abbot’s skull as a drinking cup, and on 
the silver mount inscribed a poem of six 
verses, beginning: 

“ Start not! nor deem my spirit fled. 
In me behold the only skull 
From which, unlike a living head, 
Whatever flows is never dull.“ 

During the lifetime of the poet this drink- 
ing cup disappeared, and it was the father 
of Lady Chermside, the late William Fred- 
erick Webb, who some time after his pur- 
chase of the abbey discovered it by mere 
chance in a second hand bric-A-brac shop 
in Bedford street, Covent Garden. He pur- 
chased it at once and caused it to be rein- 
terred reverently within the abbey precincts. 

It was after this that his son was born. 
But &o afraid was he of the curse resting on 
the place, and lest any harm should befall 
his son; that he declined to leave him New- 
stead abbey, making other generous provi- 
sions for him, and bequeathed the abbey to 
the husband of his younger daughter, Ger- 
aldine, Lieut. Gen. Sir Herbert Chermside. 

The fifth Lord Byron is‘credited with hav- 
ing been threatened by the ghost of the 
Dominican monk that haunts Newstead with 
misfortune for him, for his descendants, and 
for all future owners of the abbey. And it 
would seem as if some of his menaces have 
borne fruit. For the fifth Lord Byron lived 
to see both his. son and grandson die in 
quick succession by violence. 

It was then that the abbey passed intothe 
hands of his grandnephew, the poet, who, 
as every one knows, died without male is- 
sue, after a singularly unhappy life, forced 
by financial reverses to sell the abbey to his 
friend, Col. Wildman. The latter, after spend- 
ing a large sum in restoring the abbey, was, 
in turn, overtaken by pecuniary misfor- 
tunes which led him to dispose of the place 
to Lady Chermside’s father. 

> 

Not long after, inheriting Newstead from 
hie father-in-law Sir Herbert Chermside was 
appointed governor of Queensland. But the 
Climate of Australia did not agree with 
Lady Ghermside, who, after having endeav- 
ored in vain to become acclimatized at Bris- 
bane, was forced to return to Europe an in- 
valid. Nor has she been able to live at New- 
stead abbey since her return, but has been 
forced to spend the closing years of her 
life in Switzerland and in the south of 
France. 

Just what disposition of Newstead abbey 
Gen. Sir Herbert Chermside will make it is 
difficult to say. It is not likely that either 
the surviving brother or the elder ststers of 
his wife will care for the place, while, as for 
the present Lord Byron, who is only re- 
motely related to the poet, having to go back 
to, the fourth peer in order to establish the 
connection, he was ruined by the late Mrs. 
Kingscote, daughter of Sir Henry Drum- 
mond Wolff. He has figured not once but 
twice in the bankruptcy court, so that there 
is little prospect of his ever being In a po- 
sition to purchase the akbey. 

One of its features ls the magnificent tomb 
in which Boatswain, the favorite Newfound- 
land dog of the poet Byron, is buried. Itisa 
four sided structure of white marble, sur- 
mounted by a classic urn, and the dog's re- 
mains lie in the vault below, occupying the 
site on which the high altar of the abbey 
church once stood. The tomb had been 
bullt dy the poet for his own remains. But 
when his dog, “phoenix of canine quadru- 
peds, and possessor of all the virtues of 
man without his vices,” died in November, 
1808, his griefstricken master and friend 
gave directions that he was to be buried in 
the tomb waiting for myself.“ 

— 

Sir Hudson Kearley’s promotion from a 
baronetcy to a peerage must be a bitter pill 
for Sir Thomas Lipton to swallow, for he 
has been a great rival of Lipton in the tea 
and grocery business and also in the tea 
planting industry in Ceylon and in Assam.

When he was twenty years of age he de- 
termined to start in businese for himself as 
a tea seller, and his firm, now known as 
Messrs. Kearley & Tong. was begun as a 
one man concern, he being buyer, blender, 
and traveler. Now he has establishments 
all over the world, in the United States as 
well as in Europe, in Asia, Africa, and Aus- 
tralasia, and is enormously rich. 

Entering parliament for Devonport in 1892, 
as a Liberal, he was able, by the knowledge 
acquired in his boyhood, to prove of such 
great use in the reorganization of the port 
of London that when the docks were ac- 
quired by the public, by act of parliament, 
Sir Hudson Kearley was appointed the first 
chairman and president of the board, declin- 
ing, however, to accept the salary of $20,000 
that goes with the office. 

He was made a member of the privy council 
last year. He has a country seat at Marlow 
and another near Denbigh, in Wales, and is 
one of the pillars of the Reform club, in 
London. Unless I am much mistaken, he is 
the first member of a grocery firm to re- 


ceive a peerage. e

Meeting at Rheims Ends. 

BETHANY PLAIN, Rheims, France, July 
10.—The international aviation meeting, at 
which new records for height, distance, 
speed, and time were set, came to a close to- 
day. The meeting was a triumph for the 
monoplanes, which scored all the records 
and carried off the majority of the prizes. 

The experts declare that the most impor- 
tant achievement was the record by Leon 
Morane, who yesterday attained a speed of 
10% kilometers (65.098 miles) an bour. They 
believe this will be followed soen by a speed 
of 180 to 200 kilometers, at which speed aero- 
planes would be little affected by the wind. 
The moment is in sight, they think, when 
travel by aeroplane will be as safe and twice 
as fast as by train. 


Morane Betters His Records. 

The distance and duration records estab- 
lished by M. Labouchere, 340 kllometers 
(211.14 miles) in 4:87:45, were broken by Olie- 
slagers, Who made a flight of 893 kilometeis 
(244.44 miles) in 5:08:05. On landing Olie- 
slagers was handed a telegram of congratule- 
tion from the King of the Belgians. 

Morane, who covered five kilometers (3.10 
miles) in 2:56 and ten kilometers in §:47, suc- 
ceeded in bettering these records, covering 
the five kilometers in 2:38 and the ten in 
5:42. He also won the apeed prize for twenty 
kilometers (12.44 miles) in 12:45. 


Cross Country Prize to Le Blanc. 
The cross country prize, over a twenty-two 
kilometer course, was won by Le Blanc in a 
monoplane. The officers’ prize for a flight of 
fifty kilometers went to Lieut. Camerman. 
He, in company with Lieut. Fequant, at 
the close of the meeting left on a machine 
for the camp where he is stationed. The 
only American competitor, Weymann. while 
he did not win a prize, made a good showing.

Some extend to the summits of the 
hills. In places tons of rock that had to de 
cleared, has been arranged in long, broad walls, 
running up und down the hills. 


Town Packed in a Valley. 


Suddenly the valley widens and we are in 
San Marco in Lamis. It is just wide enough 
for the closely packed town of 17,000. How they 
live seems almost a marvel. And yet on the 
way I have passed much abandoned land. Emi- 
gration has relieved the pressure. The won- 
der is that there are any left. The houses, of 
one, two and three stories, begin at the bottom 
of the ravine and extend well up the side of the 
semi-circular walls of the inclosing hills. There 
are some new houses, but more of ancient days. 
The houses were once whitewashed, Now they 
look decrepit. The streets are all narrow, some 
very narrow. Many are paved with good stone 
blocks. Of grace of architecture, I found no 
trace. 

The rain had driven the field hands into town. 
The little drinking inns are alive with men and 
they overfiow into the streets. They wear’ blue 
or brown caps, knee breeches and clumsy look- 
ing leggins. Many wear earrings. The women 
clan’: about in toe slippers, with wooden soles. 
But they wear interesting jewelry; long, deli- 
cate earrings of gold- and beautiful necklaces 
of fine gold filigree. They have pleasant round 
faces and wear their hair tightly coiled at the 
back. Both men and women are of short sta- 
ture. Their skin is not so fair as in Bari, but 
much fatrer than in Calabria. To come here 
on a rainy day arouses their suspicion. There 
is little enough excuse for one coming here in 
good weather. 


Interior of a House. 


We were directed to the home of an 018 
woman, said to have 4 son in Chicago. For a 


long time she denied it. To all our. questions. 


she answered only “yes” and “fio.” Once in- 
side her house, her suspicion disappeared and 
her hospitality was unstinted. It increased as 
I examined and admired her baskets. I could 
easily imagine myself in an Indian house in 
Utah.

Had Trouble Collecting 
Allowance.

Washington, D. C., July 10.—[{ Special]. ]— 
The family of Col. Robert St. George Dyren- 
forth will institute proceedings to break a 
remarkable will by which the eccentric old 
man left his entire fortune to his 12 year 
old grandson in Chicago on numerous con- 
ditions impossible of fulfillment. No pro- 
vision is made in the will for Mrs. Drive- 
forth or her daughter, Mrs. Rose Marie 
Knowlton. The only mention made of them 
consists of a clause forbidding his grand- 
son to have anything whatever to do with 
them on pain of forfeiting his inheritance.

FIRE MANAGERS MEET. 


Joint Committee Will Take Up 
Matter of Reducing Ex- 
penses Tomorrow. 


President George I. Cochran of the Pacific 
Mutual “Life of Los Angeles, who is in Chi- 
cago, has sounded a warning to investors as 
to purchasing stock in the many new com- 
panies being promoted. President Cochran 
has nothing to offer in the way of criticism 
of new companies that are honestly pro- 
moted. He calls attention, however, to the 
Geceptive statements and statistics in the 
prospectuses of many new promotions. 

He states that the new stock is being sold 
on the earning returns of old institutions. 
He says that the conditions are far differ- 
ent now than they were when the success- 
ful companies were getting their start. Ex- 
penses in those days were much less. There 
was much to be gotten’ from surrenders and 
lapsed policies. The modern contract main- 
tains the ec“ ties of policyholders nicely. 
Competition has forced up commissions and 
also has made companies go to the extreme 
in granting concessions to policyholders. 

President Cochran declares that if the pub- 
lic was well informed as to whats before 
young companies in the way of expense of 
organization and development of an agency 
plant, as well as many other features of a 
difficult nature, it would hesitate to purchase 
the stock of a newly organized institution. 
He calls attention to the professionally pro- 
moted concerns that set a high market value 
on their shares which in a few years sink te 
a low level. 

The collapse of the Union National Life of 
Philadelphia, the Continental Assurance and 
the International Fire of St. Louis, the Con- 

*solidated Casualty, the Enterprise Casualty, 
and the Empire Casualty of Philadelphia— 
all promotions with alluring prospectuses— 
will tend to bear out the truth of President 
Cochran’s statements. He declares there 
are something like 300 new concerns being 
promoted with an army of stock salesmen 
of the glib tongue type raiding the country.

The joint committee of fire company man- 
agers that has in charge the reduction of 
expenses in the west’ will meet tomorrow.

The problems before the committee are 
difficult.

Secretary Henry H. Putnam of the National 
Association of Local Agents has come out 
with a statement to the effect that the com- 
panies in the campaign of expense reduc- 
tion are attempting to force all the’sacrifice 
on the agents and are disregarding other 
expense items. He says that the agents are 
likely to take a hand in this crusade them- 
selvé@s and the question promises to be the 
burning one at.the forthcoming annual meet- 
‘ing of the agents’ association in Chicago next 
September. 

The old issue between the agents on a com- 
mission basis in Chicago and those having

commission agents claim that any attempt 
to limit commissions will give the salaried 
offices a decided advantage, as they can 
pay solicitors more than the commission 
agents themselves receive. :

Now that the Illinols Supreme court has 
upheld the prison parole act, it restores the 
state fire marshal's office to its former power. 
After the supreme tribunal! of the state 
had rendered its first decision on the parole 
law, the fire marshal's bureau, like that of 
some other state offices, was swept away. 
Fire Marshal Doyle suspended operations and 
discharged all his men. He remained in 
office, but paid his own expenses. How he 
is getting up steam. His appropriation for 
the maintenance of his office for 1910, how- 
ever, is not based on the fire premiums of 
the state for the entire year, but only for 
the first six months. Thus he starts with 
a broken wing, as the funds for organization 
are not sufficient to carry on a well equipped 
bureau. : 

It is not likely that Marshal Doyle will give 
much attention to Chicago until his office is in 
better working order and he has more money. 
Chicago, he says, is « large proposition in itself. 
The insurance interests never have regarded the 
office of fire department. attorney in the city as 
effective. The prosecutions for arson in compari- 
son with the number of crooked losses in the city, 
local agents regard as few. The state fire mar- 
shal does not desire to Conflict with the local au- 
thorities if this can be avoided. At the same time 
if he finds this work in Chicago is being neglected 
he will not hesitate to put into effect the ma- 
chinery of his office. 

With the resuscitation of the fire marshal bu- 
reau the Illinois Fire Prevention association, it is 
predicted, will take on a new lease of life. Thig 
organization has accomplished nothing. It was 
getting under gail at the time the parole act was 
declared invalid, as it had arranged with the state 
fire marshal a system of co/iperation.

Curtailment of Production Re- 
sembles Days of Panic. 


EFFORT TO UNIOAD CAUSE. 


Jobbers Doubt Replacing Stock and 
Hold Prices Steady. 


New York, July 10.—Prolongeé withhold- 
ing of cotton goods by mills whose cotton 
cost them over 14e a pound and the present 
pressure to relieve themselves from the 
stocks account for the recent weakness in 
prices, The goods are being pressed when 
the demand is light and when jobbers are 
uncertain of the course of cotton prices in 
the early months of the new crop. 

Curtailment of production in the mills now 
has reached the highest limit ever touched 
in a period other than after a financial] panic, 
and the volume of goods that will be offered 
for sale in the last half of the year will be 
light. ' 

Printers, finishers, and dyers are running 
less than half their machinery, and some of 
the largest mills in the country have deter- 
mined on a policy of half time for the bal- 
ance of the cotton year. 


Some Quiet Purchases. 

The absence of any notable 2 the 
cotton market is unsettling the opinſons of 
buyers of cotton goods who have been predi- 
eating their hesitation on the likelihood of 
cotton falling below 12c per Ib Guring this 
calendar year. Some quiet purchases have 
been made by converters recently. 

Sales of Fall River last week reached only 
70,000 pieces, half of which were spots. In 
the local market the sales amounted to 
more than double this quantity. The job- 
bers are entering on their new season and 
are holding prices steady because of a doubt 
about replacing present stock at lower fig- 
ures. Knit goods and hosiery are being 
ordered more freely for spring. 


Big Sale by H. B. Claflin Company. 


A suspicion of a coming large sale in dress goods 
and men's wear has existed in this market for 
some time, and it has been confirmed by the an- 
nouncement that the H. B. Claflin company would 
offer $1,500,000 worth of dreas goods, cloths, and 
men’s wear fabrics on various sales days during 
the coming jobbing season. Formal announcement 
will be made tomorrow and the trade hotifications 
are being sent out. 

The offering will include about every kind of 
fabric and every sort of weave that retailers and 
cutters have handled in the last six months. Wool- 
ens and worsteds of all descriptions have been 
listed, and an enumeration of the styles would 
simply mean a catalogue of fabrics now seen in any 

r of the market. 
Wine form of selling has been arranged so that 
the distribution of the goods will extend over a 
period of seven weeks. Eight distinct sales periods 
have been decided on, and these periods will run 
for two or three days. The conduct of the sale will

CITY HARBOR COMMITTEE 
WIC DETERMINE PLANS. 


Ald. Littler Calls Meeting for Tomorrow 
to Follow Up Dever Resolution for 


Municipal Docks. 


In an effort to establish a plan of operation 
toward harbor development along the lines 
laid down by the Dever resolution and order 
passed by the council a week ago, Ald. Harry 
E. Littler has called a special meeting of 
the committee on harbors, wharves and 
bridges for tomorrow afternoon. 

„ am going to leave on my vacation on 
Thursday,” said Ald. Littler, “and before 
I go I want to see a definite plan adopted 
for taking the steps approved by the council 
in the Dever order for publicly owned docks 
north of the river mouth. The extent to 
which the preparation of plans should be 
carried is a matter for committee determi- 
nation, as is also the procedure necessary for 
obtaining a federal permit for the docks.” 

Ald. Littler said he had consulted with 
members of the city law department and had 
been assured that, in view of the distant date 
of the next session of the legislature, and the 
city’s possession of bill already drafted with 
the purpose of giving Chicago all the power 
necessary to permit it to construct and op- 
erate docks, the subject of enabling legisla- 
tion could wait until fall. 

Before that time, he said, he believed the 
questions of the wisdom of having the sani- 
try district build the docks, and its powers 
to do so, could be more definitely: answered. 
He felt they should be disposed of before 
the city goes to the trouble and expense of 
obtaining enabling legisiation for itseif. 


COPPER PRODUCTION IS ‘HUGE. 


Producers’ June Statement Shows Net 
Increase in Surplus of About 
8,000,000 Pounds. 


Boston, July 10.—[Special.}—The Boston 
News Bureau says, with reference to the 
June report of the Copper Producers’ agsoci- 
ation: 

„The Copper Producers’ association's June 
statement, while perhaps not calculated to 
arouse much enthusiasm in that the ri- 
can surplus continues to grow, is stil not 
without its hopeful features. The production 
for the month, amounting to 127,219,188 
pounds, is the largest that has been shown 
since the association commenced publication 
ef the figures in January, 1908, but notwith- 
standing this, the net increase in surplus of 
about 8,000,000 pounds is the most favorable 
showing since January, 1010. 

“The fact that in face of the enormous 
June production the American surplus did 
not increase further is due to the very large 
deliveries for export during the month, which 
totaled 68,895,000: pounds, an increase over 
May of 20,400,000 pounds, and by far the 
largest exports since January, 1910, when 
they totaled 81,601,000 pounds. 

„ Notwithstanding the 
American consumption and the fact that the 
world's surplus now stands at over 400. 
000,000 pounds, or 154,000,000 pounds more 
than in January, 1900, the increase in the 
world's surplus for June was only 1,500,000

SHOW BIG SLUMP

DECLINE IS GRADUAL. 


Duration of Cancellation of Ad- 
vance Has Been Approximate- 
ly 111% Months. 


New York, July 10.—[8pecial.J—At the close 
of the stock market on Tuesday last the aver- 
age price of a certain twenty active railroad 
stocks stood between 110 and 111. That was 
the lowest point of the year so far, and rep- 
resented a decline of nearly 35 points since the 
middle of August, 1909. 

On Sept. 9, 1908, the average price of the 
same twenty stocks first crossed 110 in the 
upward going, and never stopped rising until 
it wes 134%, on Aug. 14, 1900, 11% months 
later. At the low point this week, therefore, 
all of the advance from Sept. 9, 1908, to Aug. 
14, 1900, had been cancelled and the dura-

Price Changes of Two Years.

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L. & N. Restores Dividend. 

The Louisville and Nashville reduced the 
dividend from 6 to 5 per cent in August, 1908, 
but restored it to 6 per cent in 1909, and in- 
creased it to 7 per cent this year. In 1907 the 
Atchison. paid 6 per cent; but reduced the 
dividend to 5 per cent in 1908 and restored it 
to 6 per cent this year. 

The New York Central was Paying 6 per 
cent in 1907, but reduced the rate to 8 per cent 
in 1908 and restored it to 6 per cent this year. 
In 1907 the Pennsylvania reduced its divi- 
dend from 7 to’6 per cent and has paid only 
6 per cent since.

MONEY REFUSED FOR MOTORS. 


Banks, in Effort to Purtail Extravagance 
on Farms, Turn Down Pleas 
of Land Owners, 


Lincoln, Neb., July 10.—The announcement 
of one of the largest banks of the middle 
west that it had joined in a movement not to 
loan money to any one when it was known 
that the funds were to be used to buy a motor 
car indicates a tendency on the part of bank- 
ers to limit unwise expenditures. 

This is not confined to the city banks. To 
a country banker came the other day a 
farmer who wanted to borrow $1,000. “Why 
do you want it? asked the banker. I need 
it to complete the payment on an automobile 
I am buying.“ was the response. You 
can't have it,“ replied the banker. I know 
you are worth it and will pay the note; I know 
that your credit is good, but no money is 
going out of this bank for ‘that purpose.” 
The customer went to a rival bank and met 
a like refusal. Finally he appealed to a 
neighbor who had a liberal deposit and was 
accommodated. 

There it goes, said the banker. While 
there is money and credit, how are you go- 
ing to stop it? It is estimated that §50,000,- 
000 has been spent in Kansas and Nebraska 
for motor cars. A large part of the money 


has been remitted — the eastern motor car 
centers. No woré@tr the movement to buy 


automobiles takes the money out of circula- 
tion in the west. But, while in this instance 
my effort to curtail such borrowings did not 
work well, it does do good for bankers to 
frown upon extravagant outlay of all sorts.“
